Instructor  Suggests 
Way  to  World  Peace 


We  celebrated  tho  first  Armistice 
Day,  eleven  years  ago,  tho  speaker  said, 
because  it  was  tho  happiest  day  in  tho 
world,  because  it  marked  tho  end  of  a 
groat  war.  But,  lie  added,  wo  do  not  go 
on  celebrating  the  end  of  a  war  year 
after  year;  Wo  celebrate  Armistice  Day 
today,  then,  Bov.  Coopor  declared,  be¬ 
cause  wo  desire  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
men  who  made  tho  victory  possible. 

We  can  bettor  realize  today  what  wo 
owo  to  those  mon  who  gave  or  offered 
their  lives  on  -  the*  battlefield,  - the  - ex- 
service  man  went  on  to  say,  because  we 
have  had  time  to  count  the  cost  of  the 
groat  struggle;  to  realize  what  it  means 
for  a  nation  to  lose  millions  of  dollars 
and  men;  becauso  wo  know  more  about 
the  reactions  socially,  morally,  econom¬ 
ically,  and  spiritually  than  we  did 
cloven  year's  ago.  Tho  tomb  of  tho  un¬ 
known  soldier,  Mr.  Cooper  said,  repre¬ 
sents  a  lasting  memorial  to  those  mon 
who  represented  our  spirit  during  tho 
war. 

In  tlio  next  part  of  his  address,  tho 
army  chaplain  gave  some  of  the  mo¬ 
tives,  fallacious  and  active,  for  the 
Amorican  soldier's  offering  their  ser-

Mon  havo  boon  working  for  tlireo  hundred  sixty-four  yoars 
to  mako  it  possible  for  procrastinating  students  to  havo  their 
Towey  pictures  taken  before  Novombcr.15  for  one  dollar. 

Wo  poke  fun,  nowadays,  at  those  dreamy-oyod  old-timors 
who  spent  their  spare  timo  trying  to  convort  load  nickels  into 
gold  dollars.  But  if  it  had  not  boon  for  thoso  samo  alchemists, 
wo  would  not  now  bo  able  to  uso  a  poculiar  combination  of 
cow’s  hoof  and  some  stuff  called  silver  bromide  togother  with  a 
second  cousin  to  gasoline,  and  mako  a  reproduction  that  does 
justico  to  any  Towor'  queen. 

Photography  has  gone  through  several  stages  of  develop¬ 
ment.  Most  prominent  is  our  thinking  is  tho  period  when  sitting 
for  family  groups  was  a  predecessor  for  bridge  partios  in  tho 
way  of  pastimes,  and  tho  later  poriod  when  a  frivolous  youth 
said,  ‘Not  on  your'  tintype’  with  perfect  innocence  of  its  im¬ 
portance  to  tho  development  of  a  now  fino  art.  Thoro  aro  other 
periods  of  dovolopmont  of  which  most  of  us  aro  oqunlly  unfamiliar. 

And  it  is  with  this  samo  equanimity  that  tho  collogo  student 
dashes  into  tho  photographer’s  studio,  sponds  ten  minutes  combing 
his  hair  and  fivo  in  having  a  record  made  of  his  facial  fortune, 
which(  when  finished,  will  surprise  and  flatter'  him  into  Baying, 
‘‘IIow  in  tho  dickens  did  ho  over  do  itf” 

Still,  on  tho  otlior  hand,  tho  sitter  liasf  his  own  worries  arising 
from  iuhorited  shortcomings  and  acquired  ignorance.  Tho  photo¬ 
grapher  places  tho  specimen  on  a  Bort*  of  plptyp  bench,  twists  ono 
of  tho  shouldor'B  back,  pushes  tho  other  forward,  tilts  tho  head 
to  tho  bordors  of  impossibility,  places  the  hands  in  a  conventional 
attitude  of  semi-supplication  and  roposo,  and  then  tolls  tho  living 
statue,  which  rosults,  to  look  natural. 

Thon,  casually  directing  the  model  to  sit  still,  ho  disappears 
for  what  seems  nn  ago  or  two,  bohind  a  black  cloth  that  makes 
him  look  like  Biding  Hood’s  wolf  in  grandmother’s  ihawl,  Fin¬ 
ally,  ho  reappears,  rushes  up  to  his  victim(  moves  his  c.oat  collar 
on  inch  to  tho  northeast,  aud  hastily  rotroats. 

,  Everything  is  ready.  No — tho  heartless  ono  appears  once 
more,  riiahoa  downstage  aguin  and  slldos  two  or  throo  littlo  screens 
around  for  a  timo,  raisos  ono  light,  and  lowers  another1. 

Ho  disappears,  a  third  timo,  and  just  as  the  bored  patient 
becomes  certain  ho  cannot  sit  still  another  instant,  the  head 
emerges  ‘from  its  black  shroud  and  says  sweetly,  “Now  look 
pleasant.” 

A  sickly,  artificial,  self-conscious  smirk  graces  tho  coun¬ 
tenance  of  the  subject.  The  photographer1  squeezes  a  little  rubber 
bulb  in  the  palm  of  his  hand  and  says,  “One  dollar,  Get  your 
proof*  tomorrow.”  ■  \ 


Tho  members  of  tho  Dramatics  Club 
had  a  real  treat  Thursday,  Nov.  7,  when 
Miss  Dow  tallcod  to  them  about  tho 
French  Thcntro,  and  especially  about 
Molioro,  tlio  groat  French  playwright 
and  actor  of  tho  seventeenth  century. 
Molioro  was  born  in  Paris  in  1622,  tlio 
son  of  an  upholstorcr.  Ho  rocoived  a  ra¬ 
ther  meagre  education  from  ono  of  tlio 
smaller  colleges  of  Paris.  Ho  was  never 
admitted  to  tho  University  of  Paris,  and 
it  is  ono  of  tlio  doop  rogrots  of  that  in¬ 
stitution  oday  that  they  failed  to  recog¬ 
nize  Ins  genius.  Molioro ’s  attempts  as 
a  producer  ended  in  financial  disaster 
so  for  the  next  twenty  yoars  bo  “barn¬ 
stormed’  ’in  the  provinces  with  a  com¬ 
pany  of  actors.  Hero  ho  mot  the  gir^  a 
member  of  bis  company,  wlio  Rafter 
wards  becamo  his  wife.  She  was  twenty 
years  younger  than  ho,  coquettish  and 
unmanageable,  and  their  domestic  troub¬ 
les  furnished  the  great  comedian  many 
of  liis  plots  and  tlio  basis  for  liis  eliar 
acters.  On  liis  return  to  Paris  Molierc’s 
first  play  to  be  produced,  ‘‘The  Bidicu- 
lous  Ladies”  created  a  sensation.  In 
tlio  play  Molioro  liad  poked  fun  at  the 
affectations  in  speech  which  was  preva¬ 
lent  in  society.  A  chair,  in  tho  parlance 
of  the  time, 'was  “a  commodity  of  con¬ 
versation,”  a  glass  of  water  was  ‘‘an 
internal  bath.”  After  tlio  ‘‘Bidiculous 
Ladies,”  the  fad  died  quickly. 

Molioro  aimed  to  reform  the  manners 
and  morals  of  the  timo  and  he  aimed 
liis  keen  wit  particularly  at  the  liypac- 
riey  in  the  church  and  at  the  inefficien¬ 
cy  of  tlic  physicians.  Moliore,  in  liis  old 
age,  suffered  from  pulmonary  tubercu¬ 
losis,  and  his  physicians,  truo  to  thoir 
profession,  bled  him  often.  Ho  died  in 
a  manner  fitting  a  great  actor.  Ho  was 
playing  tlio  part  of  a  limn  who  imagines 
himself  a  consumptive  invalid.  During 
tho  course  of  tho  play  ho  left  the  stago 
in  a  paroxysm  of  coughing.  Tho  aud¬ 
ience,  thinking  it  a  clover  bit  of  ac¬ 
tion,  applauded.  Molioro  died  within 
the  hour. 

Miss  Dow  illustrated  her  talk  with  an 
occasional  synopsis  of  ono  of  Molioro ’s 
plays  and  by  rending  a  few  lines. 
‘‘Comedy  is  hardor  to  write  than  trag- 
ody,”  Miss  Dow  said,  ‘‘and  tlio  wise 
playwright  who  lias  ro'ached  maturity 
loaves  tlio  tragedy  in  younger  hands. 
Moliere  was  great  bocauso  by  his  sub 
tie  wit  ho  made  tho  people  ask  thorn- 
solvos>  ‘‘was  it  I  ho  meant!”  /,

O.  Myking  Mohus  of  tho  Social 
Scienco  Department  of  tlio  College  gave 
an  address  on  ‘‘Armistice  Day”  bofore 
tho  Parent-Teaclior  Association  at  tho 
High  School  on  Monday  ovoning,  Nov¬ 
embor  11. 

‘‘The  best  way  to  honor  and  pay  trib¬ 
ute  to  tho  bravo  young  men  who  gavo 
their  lives  in  tho  World  War,”  Mr. 
Melius  said,  1  ‘  is  to  ro-dedicato  our  lives 
too  tho  ideals  for  which  they  made  tho 
supreme  sacrifice.  They  died  to  destroy 
tlio-  menace  of  militarism  and  to  end 
the  horor  of  war  for  all  time.  It  is  up, 
to  ns  to  do  everything  possiblo  to  bring 
this  about  so  that  they  should  not  have 
given  their  lives  in  vain.  As  tlio  poet 
says,  • 

“.To  you  from  failing  hands  wo  throw 
The  torch;  bo  yours  to  hold  it  high  I 
If  ye  break  faith  with  us  wlio  die 
Wo  shall  not  sleep,  tlio’  poppies  grow 
In  Flanders  Fields.” 

‘‘Today  wo  find  that  the  leaders  of 
governments  in  evory  country  are  put¬ 
ting  their  best  efforts  toward  the  end 
of  safeguarding  the  world  from  another 
war.  Tho  Paris  Pact  which  has  been 
signed  by  representatives  from  every 
civilized  country  in  tlio  world  solemnly 
declares  that  ‘the  settlement  or  solu¬ 
tion  of  all  disputes  or  conflicts  of  what¬ 
ever  nature  or  of  whatever  origin  they 
may  be,  which  may  arise  .among  them, 
shall  never  bo  sought  except  by  pacific 
means’.  I  do  not  seo  liow  a  stronger 
declaration  against  war  could  havo 
been  made.  It  moans  that  these  nations 
havo  pledged  on  thoir  sacred  honor  not 
to  resort  to  war  again.  It  means  that 
any  nation  that  does  resort  to  war  for 
any  reason  whatsoever  is  violating  its 
honor.  In  days  past,  nations  used  to  go 
to  war  because  they  felt  thoir1  honor 
had  been  trnmpcllod  upon.  Today  ovory 
nation  iB  bound  on  itB  word  of  honor 
as  exprossod  in  tho  Paris  Pact  to  keep 
tho  peace. 

.  “Tho  Tecont  visit  of  Rnmsey  Mac 
Donald,  Prime  Minister  of  England, 
gavo  encouragomont  to  all  who  aro  sin- 
corely  desirous  of  maintaining  tho 
poaco  of  tho  world.

Officials  Understand.  Score  0 — 0. 


Some  of  tho  football  Bearcats  em¬ 
barked  in  tho  College  bus  for  Omaha 
U.  Thursday  at  1:20.  Others  on  tho 
squad  headed  north  early  tho  next 
morning  fof  the  game,  Saturday,  Nov. 
9,  at  Omaha. 

After  tho  officials  played  tho  game, 
-■.which  proceeded  in  tho  rain  and  mostly 
in, the  30  yards  just  next  to  OmaliaU’s 
lino,  tho  boys  started  back  to 
Maryville.  Tho  group  in  tho  502  cars 
arrived  in  town  despite  tho  mud  in 
good  timo  for  Sunday  School,  three 
o’clock  Sunday  morning.  Tho  other 
group,  in  tho  bus  used  Wolff’s  method 
and  came  upon  the  city  from  tho  rear. 
That  is,  they  kept  on  tho  hard  surface 
roads  and  approached  tho  city  from  tho 
south  and  parted  company  with  tho  bus 
at  Savannah.  Sinco  they  arrived  homo 
Into  for  Sunday  morning  services  they 
agreed  to  mako  atonement  at  the  eve¬ 
ning  services  for  all  tho  tilings  which 
they  might  havo  said  unjustly,  concern, 
ing  tho  certain  decisions  made  at  tho 
hands  of  tho  officiating  power's  that  bo 
or  were  at  some  places.

Ho 
lias  coxed  tho  winning  Oxford  sholl  in 
three  important  races. 

William  Diplock  is  politically 
staunch  Tory '  and  is  a  contributor  to  a 
book  of  essays,  “A  Declaration  of  Tory 
Principles.”  He  wai  secretary  of  the 
Oxford  University  Conservative  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  later  of  tho  Oxford  Union 
Society.  Within  tho  next  few  years  he 
hopes  to  stand  for  Parliament  as  a  Tory. 

Ilia  literary  achievements  aro  per¬ 
haps  tho  most  interesting  part  of  his 
career  so  far.  He  lias  beon  a  member  of 
the  staffs  of  the  two  Oxford  undergrad 
uate  papers,  “The  Isis,”  and  “The 
Chnrwell,”  for  the  past  two  years.  He 
lias  written  a  biography  of  tho  Prince 
of  Wales  which  lias  been  published  un¬ 
der  a  nom-dc-plume,  and  a  life  of  the 
Duke  of  York  which  will  bo  published 
also  under  a  nom-de-plume.  Ho  is  also 
tho  author  of  a  number  of  articles  on 
the  Royal  Family  and  is  at  present  en¬ 
gaged  upon  a  book  on  “The  Future  of 
Oxford. 


Richard  Thomas  Dyke  Acland 
Balllol  College,  Oxford 
Richard  Aclnnd’s  family  history  is 
dotted,  during  .the.  past  four  centuries 
nnd  more,  with  incidents  relating  to 
America.  The  family  still  owns  land 
which  was  known  to  havo  beon  in  tho 
hands  of  their  direct  ancestors  sinco 
seventy  year's  before  the  discovory  of 
America.  They  were  made  baronets  by 
Charles  I  for  financial  assistance,  amd 
for  defending  their  hduse  for  two  days 
against  ono  of  Cromwell’s  generals.  La¬ 
ter  a  Colonel  Acland  raised  a  rogimont 
in  Somerset,  and  therewith  fought  the 
rebel  colonists  in  1777  but  had  tho  mis¬ 
fortune  to  bo  captiir'od  by  Gates  in  his 
action  against  Burgoyno  on  tho  Hudson 
in  that  year.  At  tho  same  time  ho  con¬ 
tracted  a  serious  illness,  and  .by  tho 
courtesy  of  tho  rebel  generals  his  wife 
was  allowed  into  their  camp  where  she 
cared  for  her  husband.  On  bis  return  to 
London  after  tho  war,  tho  Colonel  heard 
n  follow  member  of  a  club  abusing  tho 
Americans,  and  n  duel  was  fought  in' 
which  tho  colonel  was  fatally  wounded. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  Richard  Ac¬ 
land  lias  shown*  a  keen  interest  in  the 
politics  of  ilia  country.  Tho  last  five 
ognorations  of  tho  Acland  family  havo 
sat  in  Parliament  as  representatives  .of 
various  West  country  seats,  first  ns 
Tories,  but  latter  as  Wliigs  and  Liber¬ 
als.  Mr.  Acland ’s  grandfather  Avas  min¬ 
ister  of  education  in  Gladstone’s  cabinet 
of  1885,  and  Mr.  Acland ’s  father  was 
Financial  Secrotary  of  tho  Treasury, 
and  Under  Secretary  to  the  Foreign  Of¬ 
fice  at  various  times  in  tho  first  two 
year's  of  •  tho  .•  war.  During  tho  recent 
General' Rlcction.  Richard  Acland  stood 
for  Parliament  as  tho  Liberal  Candi¬ 
date  for  Torquay  division  but  was  de¬ 
feated  by  tho  Conservative  candidate 
by  f21,000  votes  to  10,000. 

Through  his  university  carocr  at  Bal- 
loil  Collogo,  Oxford,  ho  lias  shown  his 
interest  in  politics  by  taking  active 
part  in  tho  Oxford  University  Libornl 
Club  of  which  ho  wus  tho  soeertary  and 
in  tho  dobatos  at  tho  Oxford  Union, 
‘especially  tlioso  of  a  political  nature. 
Ho  now  intends  to  become  a  Barrister. 

Mr.  Acland  is  twenty-two  years,  of 
ago,  and  suys  his  favorite  recreations 
aro  riding,  shooting,  squash  rnequosts, 
and  very  bad  golf.

Gives  Some  Facts 


Both  the  radio  and  tho  airplane  aro 
being  used  to  promote  education  in 
Alaska  in  a  very  effective  manner.  Im¬ 
portant  administrative  messages,  for  in¬ 
stance,  that  required  weeks  and  some¬ 
times  months  for  delivery  by  mail,  aro 
sent  over  tho  radio  without  any  delay. 
Alaska  educationally  is  divided  into  six 
districts  with  a  superintendent  over 
each  one.  Tho  work  of  supervision  has 
boon  tremendously  simplified,  by  use  of 
tho  airplane  since  it  enables  tho  differ¬ 
ent  superintendents  to  visit  any  point 
within  a  few  hours’  timo  and  with  com¬ 
parative  ease. 

Ex-cliiof  of  police  Volmor,  of  Berke¬ 
ley,  California,  is  said  to  be  tho  first 
person  to  become  head  of  a  department 
of  police  administration  in  any  Ameri¬ 
can  university.  Mr.  Volmor  has  recently 
become  head  of  such  a  department  at 
tho  University  of  Chicago.  Explaining 
the  aims  of  the  department  in  a  recent 
interview,  he  said,  “Wo  shall  try  to 
induce  intelligent  young  men  to  pursue 
their  doctor’s  degrees  in  polico  admin¬ 
istration.  We  purpose  to  use  tho  ma¬ 
chinery  at  hand  in  tho  university,  such 
as  tho  knowledge  and  devices  of  ex¬ 
perts  in  statistics,  in  psychology  and 
sociolog}'.  At  present,  with  few  excep¬ 
tions,  police  administration  is  followed 
blindly,  and  tho  unit  of  administration 
— that  iq  tho  beat — is  functioning  by 
rule  of  thumb.’’  •

Get-together  Dinner 

Members  of  tho  College  faculty  who 
saw  service  ,  in  the  Great  World  War 
told  others  of  (he  faculty  present  at 
the  seeond  faculty  get-together  dinner 
at  Residence  Hall  at  6:30  Monday  eve¬ 
ning,  November  11,  about  their  where¬ 
abouts  on  the  day  the  armistice  was 
signed  eleven  years  ago. 

One  was  in  Paris,  another  was  on  tho 
'battle fields,  and  still  another  was  in 
Chicago.  It  was  all  very  fitting,  and 
proper  that- Miss  Winfrey ,  should  call 
for  the  war  stories  which,  with'  tho  pa¬ 
triotic  armistice  background-  of  decor¬ 
ations,  large  Star  Spangled  Banners, 


vices  at.  the  front.  It  was  not  because 
they  wished  to  mako  the  world  safe 
for  democracy,  ho  said.  For,  ho  ex¬ 
plained,  the  world  today  has  less  of  de¬ 
mocracy  than  it  had  before  1911.  Many 
of  tho  lending  nations  of  Europe,  the 
speaker  nsserted,  havo  been  undor  tho 
rule  of  dictators  since  tho  war.  Tho  sol¬ 
diers,  he  repeated,  never  fought  to 
make  tho  world  safe  for  any  kind  of 
government.  . 

In  this  same  connection,  the  speaker 
declared  flint  there  was  not  deep  in  the 
heart  of  the  American  soldiers  any  hat¬ 
red  of  the  German  people.  The  soldiers 
went  to  war  to  get  rid  of  a  certain 
government — not  a  type,  lmt  an  actual 
government.  Tho  soldiers,  ho  continued, 
thought  t hat  the  German  government 
was  a  menace  to  peace,  they  went  to 
war  to -help  the  Gorman  people  get  rid 
of  tlie  .government,  and  they  succeeded. 
And  that  nation,  he  added,  which  they 
fought  is  now  a  republic,  and  one  that 
lins  shown  itself  most  cnpablo  of  recup¬ 
erating  from  tho  evil  effects  of  the 
groat  struggle. 

Rev.  Cooper  wont  on  to  say  that 
there  wah  another  phase  used  in  the 
war  which  was  much  moro  full  of  mcan- 
I  ing  than  the  ono  about  democracy.  The 
phrase  used  by  the  war  president,  Wil¬ 
son,  “This  is  a  war  to  end  war.”  No¬ 
body  Who  lived  when  American  boys 
were  facing  death,  the  speaker  declared, 
but  understood  that  the  real  tilings  that 
led  them  into  war  was  a  desire  to  get  a 
chance  to  strike  what  was  thought 
would  be  the  last  great  blow  of  war.
